BUNGALOW BLAZE 


POLICE are investigating the circum¬ 
stances surrounding a house fire that has 
left a mother and her daughter homeless. 

The blaze ripped through a bungalow on the 
Berecroft estate on Friday afternoon, completely 
gutting the property and destroying most of the 
family’s possessions. 

Firefighters arrived on the scene shortly before 
2pm to find flames engulfing the detached build¬ 
ing 

They spent over one-and-a-half hours battling 
the inferno, first working to ensure the fire did not 
spread to neighbouring properties before finally 
extinguishing the flames by 3.30pm. 

Although a subsequent investigation failed to 
determine the cause of the blaze, police arrested a 
26-year-old man at the scene on suspicion of arson 
at the scene.

He has since been released on police bail until 
November 5 pending further enquiries. 

The fire is the third to rock the troubled neigh¬ 
bourhood since July 2009, when an arson attack 
destroyed two properties and caused thousands of 
pounds’ worth of damage to 10 others. 

In May 2010 a second deliberate blaze forced 
the evacuation of an entire street and damaged 
seven homes. 

Concerns over the apparent ease with which the 
flames spread through the shared roof spaces of 
terraced homes on the estate during both incidents 
led housing association Circle Anglia to replace 
the roofs of most properties last year, but the bun¬ 


galows were not included in the project. 

A Circle Anglia spokesman said the work was 
unnecessary because the properties were detached. 
But former councillor Lee Dangerfield, who 
played a key role in getting the safety work carried 
out, said: “I have always maintained that the roofs 
of the bungalows should have been replaced as 
well as those on the terraced homes. 

“The fact is that Circle Anglia originally 
pledged to do this but then backtracked. If this 
work had been carried out as it should have been 
then I believe this latest fire would not have been 
as serious as it was.” 

Circle Anglia managing director Tracy White 
dismissed Mr Dangerfield’s claims and moved to 
reassure Berecroft residents their homes were safe. 

“We would like to reassure people that we take 
the health and safety of our residents very serious¬ 


ly and follow all guidelines to ensure that our resi¬ 
dents have a safe place to live,” she said. 

“Our thoughts and support are with our resi¬ 
dents who lost their home and belongings in this 
fire. 

“We are supporting the residents throughout this 
difficult time and will help them find a new home. 

“We are also working closely with the relevant 
authorities to assist in the investigation as a matter 
of urgent priority.” 

The Star understands the occupants of the bun¬ 
galow are currently staying with family as they 
search for a new tenancy with help from the hous¬ 
ing association. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon and local faith group 
Heart4Harlow are also co-ordinating efforts to 
replace some of the women’s possessions lost in 
the fire.

AN unusual visitor to the River Stort 
caused quite a flap over the weekend. 

Walkers, boaters and cyclists enjoying the 
sunshine along the Sawbridgeworth stretch of 
the river on Sunday were amazed to be greeted 
with the sight of a pelican cruising along the 
water. 

It transpired the bird - a European white pel¬ 
ican normally native to countries further south in 
the continent - was on the run from the 
Blackbrook Zoological Park, based 180 miles 
away near Leek in Staffordshire 

Breaking out with an accomplice almost three 
weeks ago, its feathered partner in crime had 
been recaptured in Fairlands Valley Park, 
Stevenage on August 31. But the second pelican 
continued to evade its pursuers - until it came up 
against local resident Andy Briscoe. 

“It was my son, Sam, who first alerted us to 
the pelican,” said Andy, who lives adjacent to the 
river in Sheering Mill Lane. “Quite a crowd had 
gathered outside our house so we piled out to see 
what the commotion was about and, sure 
enough, there was the pelican swimming happi¬ 
ly about.” 

Aware the bird was not in its natural habitat, 
Andy decided to find out where it had come 
from using a code printed on a ring around one 
of its legs. 

“All it took was a quick Google search to link 
it to Blackbrook Zoo, but the zookeeper could¬ 
n’t get down until the following afternoon,” said 
Andy. “I knew it would be gone by then so I 
decided to catch the bird with help from my 
daughter, Molly, and put it up for the night.” 

After building a makeshift enclosure in the 
family’s dining room, Andy said the next prob¬ 
lem was finding the bird something to eat. “The 
keeper said the pelican would be very malnour¬ 
ished and should be fed mackerel if possi¬ 
ble,” he said. “Apparently it had been , 
seen devouring two baby moorhens and 
two young mallards on its travels it was 
so hungry! 

“The problem was it was Sunday 
night so all the shops were closed. But 
after I put out an appeal on a Harlow 
Facebook group for donations of fish we 
received hundreds of responses and the 
pelican - nicknamed Nigel by my kids - 
enjoyed a good feed.” 

Andy, who owns a print and mail com¬ 
pany in Dagenham, arranged for the bird 
to be returned to the zoo with one of his 
couriers the following day. It has been kept . 
in quarantine to check for any infections. W- 

“I have spoken to the keeper since and Q| 
he said Nigel - who is actually female — is l J 
doing well, although she has now had her 
wings clipped to prevent another escape,” 
added Andy. 

“I’m glad it was a happy ending and it 
certainly made for a different Sunday after¬ 
noon!”

MP on the warpath over 
UK's 'rip-off' petrol prices 


OIL companies have been conspiring to “rip 
off” motorists by keeping fuel prices artifi¬ 
cially high, Harlow MP Robert Halfon will 
claim in a Parliamentary debate today (Thurs¬ 
day). 

Mr Halfon’s six-month campaign to drive 
down the cost of fuel on UK forecourts has 
persuaded the Office of Fair Trading to call for 
evidence of price-fixing and market manipu¬ 
lation. 

But Mr Halfon will argue the OFT needs to 
go one step further and launch a full investi¬ 
gation into why pump prices continue to rise 
and vary by as much as 5p per litre between 
towns. 

He will present a dossier of evidence claim¬ 
ing to show how motorists are suffering due to 
a lack of competiveness in the oil market, 
including statements from an industry whistle¬ 
blower describing how oil prices are being 
“rigged” on a daily basis. 

“Petrol prices in Harlow are always 5p more 
expensive than in other nearby towns such as 
Stevenage, Chelmsford, and elsewhere,” Mr 
Halfon told the Star. “Rip-off petrol prices are 
now so high they are a poverty trap, keeping 


people on benefits because they can’t afford to 
travel. 

“Fuel prices are literally driving people out 
of work. The question is not can you afford to 
have a car but can you afford not to. That’s 
why we need a tough investigation into the oil 
market and allegations of price-fixing.” 

According to the latest statistics from the 
Department of Energy and Climate Change, 
UK fuel prices are currently among the high¬ 
est in Europe, although the figures also show 
the bulk of this cost is due to the level of tax 
and fuel duty levied by the Government. 

But Mr Halfon argued that high taxation 
was only part of the reason motorists were 
being hit in the pocket. 

“The Government has frozen fuel duty for 
two years and I want them to cut tax even fur¬ 
ther,” he said. “But we have to look at the oil 
market as well. Pump prices keep going up 
and up, even though there is no oil shortage. 

“There have been serious accusations of 
fraud and market manipulation. We need a 
proper investigation, just as Germany and 
America are doing. Britain is being taken for a 
very expensive ride.”

A court hearing is due to take place 
on Friday afternoon in Chelmsford. 

A council spokesman added that a 
team from Kier Harlow had been sent 
out to the Netteswell Plantation site 
on Sunday to clear up rubbish left 
behind by the travellers.

A CYCLIST killed in a road collision in 
Harlow could still be alive if the ambulance 
service had responded sooner to the emer¬ 
gency call, witnesses have claimed. 

Residents living in Herons Wood said it took more 
than half-an-hour for an ambulance to arrive at the 
scene of the crash in Elizabeth Way last Monday, 
despite the fact Princess Alexandra Hospital is less than 
a mile away. 

They said the cyclist, who police named this week as 
62-year-old Bishopsfield resident Robert Tyler, was 
still breathing for about 20 minutes after he was in col¬ 
lision with a car near the junction with Parndon Mill 
Lane. 

But by the time the ambulance arrived at 7.33pm he 
was already dead. 

“I can’t help but think that poor man could still be 
alive today if the ambulance had got there sooner,” one 
resident told the Star. 

“Our garden backs on to Elizabeth Way and we 
heard the crash. By the time we went out onto the road 
to find out what had happened there were already lots 
of people trying to help, including members of Harlow 
Rugby Club who were at a training session on the play¬ 
ing fields opposite. 

“The cyclist was clearly still breathing, but it seemed 
like we were waiting for ages for help to arrive.” 

Another witness said: “It must have been at least 
half-an-hour before the ambulance turned up. For such 
a serious incident I can’t understand why it would have 
taken so long, especially when you consider PAH is 
just around the corner.” 

According to the East of England Ambulance 
Service, the emergency call was logged at 7.08pm, 
meaning the ambulance took exactly 25 minutes to 
arrive. But a spokeswoman said the incident had been 
graded as “serious but not life-threatening” based on 
the information given during the emergency call - 
meaning ambulance crews had arrived within their 30- 
minute target time. 

If the call had been graded as “life-threatening” the 
target time would have been reduced to just eight min¬ 
utes. 

When asked why such a serious incident had been 
deemed “non life-threatening”, the spokeswoman said: 
“This incident will be subject to a full and thorough 
internal investigation which will include a review of all 
the information given to our control room and how that 
information was dealt with. 

“This was a tragic incident and our sincerest sympa¬ 
thies are with the family of the man involved.” 

Police are continuing to investigate the circum¬ 
stances surrounding the crash. A 31-year-old Harlow 
woman arrested at the scene on suspicion of causing 
death by careless driving has been released on bail until 
next Wednesday pending further inquiries.

SIR, The Macmillian Cancer Care 
survey that rated Princess Alexandra 
Hospital one of the worst in the 
country (Star, September 6) 
obviously asked the wrong questions 
and spoke to the wrong people. 

Late last year a routine operation to 
remove my appendix revealed a very 
rare cancer found in only one person 
in every million. Following a 
successful operation to remove the 
growth I was invited to undergo a 
course of chemotherapy at the 
specialist Willliam’s Day Unit 
attached to the PAH. 

Contrary to what the Macmillian 
survey suggested, I have found that 
my treatment is, and has been, 
nothing less than superb. World class 
in fact. 

Both nursing and support staff are 
dedicated, friendly and totally 
professional. I am able to discuss my 
treatment and progress on a regular 
basis with a consultant, meetings at 
which my immediate family 
members are encouraged to attend. 
My GP is kept informed of my 
progress and treatment. 

Where necessary I have been able to 
consult a specialist doctor almost 
immediately without a prior 
appointment and on one occasion 
was telephoned at home, out of 
hours, by a member of the nursing 


staff, to answer a query I had raised 
earlier. 

It seems that nothing is too much 
trouble for the doctors, nurses and 
support staff. 

Late last year, while visiting the 
USA, I contracted a mild urinary 
infection. A four-minute consultation 
with a private doctor in a private 
hospital and a course of antibiotics 
set my holiday insurance company 
back $2,000 (about £1,700). 

I imagine that the 40 million 
American citizens living in the 
richest country in the world who 
cannot afford basic minimum health 
insurance would be delighted to have 
the free at point of contact medical 
care provided by our local hospital.

Risks outweigh 
benefits of jobs 

SIR, In the Star’s front page story on 
the Health Protection Agency’s 
proposal to move to Harlow, MP 
Robert Halfon MP is quoted as 
saying: “I will be doing everything I 
can to ensure the move goes ahead 
when Parliament is back in session 
on September 3.” 

The HPA website states that the remit 


min 
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of Porton (which may move to 
Harlow) includes specialist and 
reference microbiology services for 
high containment pathogens 
(infectious microbes such as bacteria 
or viruses, other parasites, such as 
fungi and protozoans). 

The Level 4 containment facility at 
Porton Down is a research facility 
where researchers work under high- 
level biosecurity conditions on the 
most deadly and dangerous viruses 
such as ebola and dengue fever. 
Examples of ‘class 4’ pathogens are 
anthrax, avian flu, Crimean-Congo 
hemorrhagic fever, ebola, junin, lassa 
fever, machupo and marburg. 

Let us ignore for the moment the 
huge risk to the Harlow population 
from site and transport accidents and 
consider the following benefit. 
Harlow Council leader Mark 
Wilkinson said: “The council fully 
supports the move to Harlow and 
believes that it would bring many 
benefits for both the HPA in terms of 
location and to Harlow in terms of 
jobs.” 

The current vacancies for Porton 
Down shown on the HPA website 
are: Immuno Production Technician, 
BIG Autoclave Technician, Scientist, 
Senior Scientist (Principal 
Investigator) and Research Nurse 
(Bio-surveillance). Obviously more 
employment will be available should 
current jobholders not move from 
Porton Down, although I suspect the 
current housing development 
proposals suggest the council may be 
expecting that many of the HPA 
employees will transfer to the town. 
But unless Harlow has a pool of 
untapped scientists, most of the 
available employment may be low- 
level positions. 

A review of the Highest Level 
Microbiological Containment 
Facilities in the UK claimed to be 
independent, albeit that its sponsors 
included the Health Protection 
Agency. The report did, however, 
state that: “Decisions on the 
geographical location of high 
containment facilities should be 
based on a robust, multi-faceted risk 
assessment in which microbiological 
science and all aspects of security, 
safety and public opinion are 
considered and on the existence of 
good links to academic centres of 
excellence.” 

If, like me, you believe that the risks 
far outweigh the benefit of a few 
jobs, I urge you to make your voice 
heard so that your children’s future is 
not blighted. Failure to speak up will 
mean living in permanent fear of a 
deadly virus epidemic. 

It would be pointless to write to 
those who so readily disregard the 
welfare of the Harlow residents so I 
suggest you send your letters to the 
Star. Perhaps it could then be the 
loudest voice for the people of 
Harlow.

Town is under siege 
from housing plans 

SIR, There appears to be a plan by 
councils bordering Harlow to build 
on their land, thereby ultimately 
putting a ring of housing around the 
town. 

Harlow will, of course, be expected 
to provide many of the services for 
these areas as happened when 
Church Langley was built. It was on 
Epping Forest land until Harlow 
accepted it and the boundary was 
changed. 

Herts County Council tried to do the 
same on the north and eastern side of 
town but so far these have sensibly 
been blocked by the arguments of 
Harlow residents. 

There have not been any plans to 
improve any of the basic 
infrastructure. For instance, there are 
no extra trunk roads or bypasses to 
cater for extra traffic. 

The road systems are now at 
breaking point as demonstrated by 
the inadequacy of the roads (road) 
out of two of the newest built areas 
of Church Langley and Newhall, and 
the four- hour ‘rush hour’. When it 


snows or there is an accident on the 
M25 or Ml 1, the traffic backs up 
and no-one can exit the Church 
Langley areas by car. 

There is not enough extra sewage 
capacity, which is already very close 
to maximum. The local sewage 
works serves Harlow and Stevenage, 
where there is already a great deal of 
new housebuilding. Any more 
housing will overload the system 
which will mean overflows. 

I understand that Princess Alexandra 
Hospital is also close to its limit 
serving the local as well as the wider 
area’s health needs. 

The latest plan is for around 1,200 
homes to be built at West Sumners. 
The development will stretch from 
Jacks Hatch to Water Lane and 
connect Sumners, Sumners Farm, 

The Maples and Milwards in one 
huge block of housing. The effect on 
the road system will be horrendous 
as the increase in traffic will impact 
on the minor roads in the areas from 
Harlow to Nazeing, Roydon, 

Broadley Common, Epping Green, 
and Epping. 

People living in Epping can also 
expect an increase in cars being 
parked outside their houses. There 
will also be an adverse effect on the 
natural environment, of course. 

If this development should be built, 
how many Harlow people who really 
need housing will be eligible for, or 
able to afford, these properties? 

Many of the residents of Sumners, 
Katherines, Broadley Common and 
Epping Green are opposed to this 
development as it will be 
unsustainable and will cause collapse 
of the road network and of the 
services required to sustain such a 
large amount of housing. There are 
better areas for housing south of 
Harlow - and south of Epping for 
that matter - which have much better 
transport systems. Why not build 
there?

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Car driver in fatal accident thought he hit a deer 


A DRIVER who left the scene of 
a fatal car accident in which a 
Harlow pensioner died has been 
found guilty of failing to report it 
to police. 

Magistrates were told the 
Mercedes driven by Mohammed 
Mannan (51) struck 79-year-old 
Henry Bailey, of Dunstalls, as he 
was walking along the A120 near 
Little Hadham on the night of 
Tuesday, March 27. 

Mannan, of Crouch Gardens, 
Buntingford, briefly stopped his 


car but did not get out and drove 
home thinking he had hit a deer. 

He later returned to the scene 
but although he found the road 
closed by police he still failed to 
report the accident. 

Police had been called by a 
witness who had seen the dam¬ 
aged car and officers went to 
Crouch Gardens where the 
Mercedes was registered. 

PC Jamie Nye told the court 
the windscreen was smashed on 
the passenger side and there was 


blood on the car’s roof and rear. 

Mannan, who was arrested at 
12.05am the next day, pleaded 
guilty to leaving the scene but 
denied failing to report an acci¬ 
dent to police as soon as was rea¬ 
sonably practicable. 

Chairman of the bench John 
Gribbon told Mannan: “You and 
your witnesses told us firstly that 
there had been a serious collision 
that you intended to report to the 
police but that you and your fam¬ 
ily decided instead to go back to 


the scene of the accident. 

“When you were stopped by 
the queue of traffic you decided 
to go home again and then report 
the matter to the police. 

“We have decided there was at 
least one occasion when it was 
reasonably practicable for you to 
report to the police, notwithstand¬ 
ing the relatively short timescale.” 

Mannan was bailed to return to 
North and East Herts Magistrates 
Court in Stevenage for sentencing 
on Wednesday, September 26. 


Family's pet dies 
after dog attack

A DEVASTATED family whose pet 
was killed in a brutal dog-on-dog 
attack have condemned the “cow¬ 
ardly” owner for running off. 

Stan Brand, of Potter Street, Harlow, had 
taken his two three-year-old Jack Russells - 
sisters Poppy and Daisy - for their nightly 
walk at about 11.30pm last Tuesday when 
the attack happened. 

“We hadn’t got far down Potter Street 
when this huge, muscular dog suddenly 
came from behind me and latched itself on 
to Poppy,” he explained. 

“Both my dogs were on leads so I was try¬ 
ing to pull them away whilst kicking at the 
other dog to get it off. Finally the owner 
appeared and managed to throw a rope over 
his dog’s neck. 

“There was a lot of blood and it was obvi¬ 
ous that Poppy was seriously injured, but he 
just ran off shouting ‘sorry 
mate, sorry mate’.” 

Mr Brand rushed Poppy to a 
vet who confirmed she had suf¬ 
fered two puncture wounds to 
her left side, including a punc¬ 
tured lung, three to her right 
side, a perforated liver and 
internal bleeding. 

“The vets were amazed she 
was still alive with the injuries 
she had received,” he said. 
“They weren’t able to operate 
immediately because she was 
in such shock so she went into 
surgery the next morning - but 
unfortunately she died shortly 
after. 

“The trauma had just been 
too much.” 

Mr Brand said that when he 
reported the incident to the 
police he was told there was 
not a lot they could do. 

“Devastated is a mild way to 
describe how we feel at the 
moment,” he added. “I hope the 
owner reads this article and 
learns just how much pain and 
hurt he has put us through. 

“Poppy was the most sweet 
natured, beautiful dog and 
everyone who met her just fell 
in love with her. She died in the 
most violent and awful way, 
something neither she nor us 
deserved to go through. 

“I don’t blame the dog at all, 
I blame the owners. The mes¬ 
sage we want to get across is 
that we are hurting because of 
this totally irresponsible and 
cowardly person. 

“We would ask people to 
look out for this dog - which I 
think was a pitbull cross - and 
its owner. I also want to warn 
those out late at night in Potter 
Street to be careful as this ani¬ 
mal is obviously dangerous.

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Academies forge 
new partnership 
for sixth formers 


SECONDARY academies in Harlow 
have formed a unique sixth-form part¬ 
nership to enhance and expand the 
town’s existing A-level provision.

The bulk of teaching will initially be based 
in the sixth-form facilities at St Mark’s in 
Tendring Road, currently the town’s only sixth 
form provider aside from Harlow College. 

As the partnership progresses, plans are in 
place to provide extra A-level tuition at each 
academy, meaning students will be able to 
retain “strong pastoral links” with the schools 
that supported them throughout their GCSE 
studies. 

St Mark’s headteacher Elaine Heaphy said 
this week: “We are excited by this new part¬ 
nership which will develop further the oppor¬ 
tunities for the young people attending St 
Mark’s sixth form. 

“Working closely together we will be able 
to extend our provision in terms of the cur¬ 
riculum, enrichment and pastorally to provide 
an outstanding experience.”

The project has been launched in response 
to the Government’s ‘Raising The Partici¬ 
pation Age’ legislation, which comes into 
force in 2013 and requires all teenagers to 
continue their education or training until the 
end of the academic year in which they turn 
17. 

According to the schools involved, intro¬ 
ducing separate sixth forms at each academy 
would be unsustainable, but the partnership 
plans will ensure the town is in a position to 
offer adequate sixth-form cover for the 
increase in student numbers. 

Helena Mills, headteacher at Burnt Mill 
Academy, described the plans as “great news 
for the town”. 

“This is an excellent opportunity for the 
schools to work together and share our expert¬ 
ise and for Burnt Mill to have continued input 
into the education of the students we have nur¬ 
tured for so many years,” she added. 

“This is great news for the town as well as 
all the partnership schools.” 

With additional specialist teachers avail¬ 


able as a result of the partnership, students 
will also benefit from a greater choice of A- 
level subjects and have the option of working 
towards alternative vocational qualifications. 

Passmores head Vic Goddard told the Star: 
“I am absolutely delighted that schools in 
Harlow are once again bucking the national 
trend and showing how we want to work 
together for the best interest of all of the 
young people of the town. 

“This is an opportunity to take the best of 
all of our schools and to continue the pastoral 
care that is so important to all of our families.” 

Rhonda Murthar, headteacher of Stewards 
Academy, said the project would allow the 
town’s secondary academies to build upon the 
successes of GCSE students in recent years. 

“We are looking forward to working in col¬ 
laboration to create an excellent A-level part¬ 
nership in Harlow,” she said. 

“Harlow secondary schools have achieved 
outstanding success in recent years and now 
we can take this forward with St Mark’s to 
create the very best school based A-level pro¬ 
vision. 

“This is a very exciting development which 
I know will be welcomed by parents, students 
and teachers alike.” 


Speed limit on road to be cut 


THE speed limit on the road link¬ 
ing Harlow with Roydon could 
be cut by Essex County Council. 

The proposal is to impose a 
speed limit of 40mph on Harlow 
Road from the Parkway round¬ 
about to the junction with Little- 
brook Road. The current limit 
along part of the road is 60mph. 


The idea was warmly received 
by the Roydon parish councillors 
council at their meeting on 
Thursday. 

Cllr John Sweeting said: “It 
ought to be 40mph all the way to 
Roydon. Drivers are doing 60 
and get to the church hall before 
they get down to 40.”

W HO would have thought that a 
photograph taken in Harlow 
market more than 40 years ago 
could cause such a commotion? 

We are referring, of course, to the ongoing dispute 
about the identity of the gentleman snapped 
sipping a drink at the counter of Vinney’s 
refreshment bar in this photo from the early 
1970s. 

After originally reporting the man to be flower 
seller Steve Webb, Nicola Wood, of Potter Street, 
wrote in to say that she believed it was in fact her 
father, Garry. 

But this week Michelle Webb - Steve’s daughter - 
contacted the Nostalgia desk to confirm it was her 
dad after all. 

“The lovely people who first suggested it is Steve 
Webb are absolutely correct,” she said. “That is 
definitely my dad in the picture with his easily 
recognisable sideburns and money belt. 

“He would have been working on the flower stall 
owned by Bernard Chapman at the time and he 
was about 23 or 24 years of age. It was taken just 
before my sister Donna and I were bom.” 
According to Michelle, she and Donna spent a lot 
of time in the market after their mother, Shirley, 
joined their dad on the stall. 

“I remember on Saturdays they would give us 
some money and pack us off to the cinema club at 
the Odeon to keep us occupied,” she said. 


“Otherwise we would spend a lot of time playing 
with the kids of other market workers, like 
Vinney’s two children. 

“We would also get roped in to help on 
particularly busy days like the Saturday before 
Mothering Sunday, although we tried to get out of 
it as much as possible.” 

Michelle said her dad lived for the market, 
working there for over 40 years and only stopping 
a few weeks before his untimely death three years 
ago. 

“It was such a busy market back in the day and 


there was such a good community feel, everyone 
knew and looked out for each other," she said. 
“Sadly the stall was closed down after dad’s death 
and there just isn’t really a market there anymore.” 
She added: “Although I don’t know who any of 
the other gents are in the picture or if they are still 
in Harlow, I can confirm that Vinney is still living 
in the town and believe he may still have a 
business down in the industrial area. 

“I always remember him being a lovely man. 

There were many popular characters, including 
my dad, to be found in the market in those days.”

IT'S the cutest little critter you've 
never heard of - and unless 
scientists can help the endangered 
Pyrenean Desman it's unlikely 
you'll ever get the chance to see 
one r either. 

The shy water mammal, which only 
comes out at night and lives in streams 
high up in the mountains of Spain, is 
thought to be on the verge of 
extinction because of changes to 
its natural habitat. 


Numbers of the bizarre-looking 
creatures are falling rapidly and 
worried conservationists are 
trying to find out ways of 
protecting them from further 
harm. 


It's believed that dams built to 
change the course of streams and 
rivers have made it increasingly 
difficult for the tiny animals, which 
are roughly the same size as 
hamsters and have glossy grey 
coats, to find food. A rise in the 
levels of water pollution is also 
thought to have had an impact on their 
population. 

They survive on a diet of water-borne 
invertebrates, using their long black 





snouts and webbed feet to catch their 
underwater prey. 

Scientists are trying to find out more 
about the elusive creatures by tracking 


their movements with microchips, 
but catching the slippery beasts 
is proving quite a challenge! 
Wildlife biologist Pere Aymerich, 
who is working on the project with 
researchers from the University of 
Barcelona, told reporters very 
little was known about the animal 
because it was so tricky to study 
in the wild. 

"They are very difficult to see due 
to their nocturnal activity and 
aquatic habitat," he explained. 

"To conserve or save any species, 
it is essential to know how it 
works and interacts with the 
environment. 


"It is only with this information that we 
can plan a proper conservation plan for 
this rare and singular species."

Treatments 


ONE in seven people suffer from migraines 
yet 60 per cent do not bother to seek any 
help in the mistaken belief that nothing 
can be done. 

Migraines are much more than just a 
headache. The Migraine Action Association 
says they are the most common 
neurological condition in the developed 
world, affecting more people than diabetes, 
epilepsy and asthma combined. 

Symptoms can vary from person to person, 
but they usually begin as a throbbing pain 
at the front or on one side of the head 
which gets worse when you move. Some 
people will also suffer from nausea and 
sensitivity to light and it is not uncommon 
to experience visual disturbances such as 
blind spots, distorted vision, flashing 
lights or zig-zag lines. 1 

Migraine attacks may differ in their 
frequency, duration and severity, although I 
they normally last between four and 72 
hours. Here in the UK they affect one in I 
four women and one in 12 men, and I 
nearly all will have their first migraine 
before they are 40. I 

Triggers 

It is believed migraines are caused by the 
release of the chemical Serotonin into the 
bloodstream. Exactly what causes this to 
happen is still being researched but certain 
factors can trigger attacks. 

These include emotional and physical 
stress, infrequent meals, alcohol 
(especially red wine), bright lights, 
smoking, loud noise, hormonal changes, 
high blood pressure, eye strain or the use 
of sleeping tablets. 

Getting help 

There is no specific test to diagnose 
migraines but to get an accurate diagnosis 
you must visit your GP who will identify a 
pattern of reoccurring headaches along 
with associated symptoms. Migraines can 
be unpredictable so obtaining an accurate 
diagnosis can sometimes take a long time. 
To help with the diagnosis, keep a diary of 
your migraine attacks. Note down such 
details as the date, time and what you 
were doing when the migraine began. It is 
also helpful to make a note of the food you 
ate that day as this can help your GP 
identify any potential triggers. 


When to see your GP 

Around five per cent of migraines are a 
sign that something is seriously wrong. 
They are often accompanied by other 
warning signs; for example, a headache 
accompanied by a rash and a very high 
temperature could be meningitis. 

Get medical advice urgently if your 
headache occurs suddenly and severely - 
especially after a blow to the head - or if 
it's accompanied by a fever or feelings of 
drowsiness. 

Most migraines are not serious but they 
can affect your quality of life. You should 
see your GP if you feel that you cannot 
manage your migraines with over-the- 
counter painkillers. Also see your GP if you 
experience: 

# aura symptoms that occur on the same 
side of your body with every attack 

# your first ever migraine when you are 
over 50 years of age 

# a change in your usual migraine 
symptoms 

# more frequent migraine attacks 


There is currently no cure for migraines. 
However, many people find that 
paracetamol and aspirin can help to reduce 
their symptoms. These tend to be more 
effective if taken at the first signs of a 
migraine attack, giving them time to 
absorb into your bloodstream and ease 
your symptoms. 

Combination medicines for migraines can 
be purchased over the counter at your 
local pharmacy. These medicines contain 
both painkillers and anti-sickness 
medicines. If you are not sure which one is 
best for you, ask your pharmacist. 

If over-the-counter painkillers are not 
effective, your GP may prescribe you a 
stronger painkiller. If you are not 
responding to treatment or your migraines 
are not being well managed, your GP may 
then refer you to a specialist migraine 
clinic for further investigation. 

It's important to remember that while 
most migraines do not mean something is 
seriously wrong, for those whose lives are 
affected by them help is still at hand.

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Revival of sketch show 
offers room for revue 


review 

Life, Death & Everything 
Harlow Theatre Company 
Victoria Hall Theatre, Old Harlow 

YOU can’t please all the people all the time, but 
Harlow Theatre Company gave it a damn good try 
with their latest revue. 

The first show of its kind produced by HTC since the group 
relocated to Victoria Hall, this was a thoughtful, provocative 
and above all uplifting musing on the human condition. 

This was no mean feat because, while choosing to grapple 
with the eternal themes of love and death gave director 
Bernard Moule plenty of material to mine, there was always a 
danger the show would be defined by what hadn’t made the 
final cut. 

But the experienced HTC stalwart, who directed the 
company’s first-ever play back in 1978, neatly sidestepped 
this potential pitfall by ensuring the revue remained 
accessible throughout while still giving the audience plenty of 
food for thought. 

This meant the show rarely strayed from familiar territory. 

But when this included extracts from Stoppard and 
Shakespeare, poems from Burns and Browning and multiple 
excerpts from Oh What A Lovely War there will have been 
few complaints. 

There were plenty of laughs, too, with rib-tickling sketches 
from Carol Shields, Balle Kumar and the director himself 
showcasing the cast’s talent for comedy, while Louise 
Simmons impressed with rousing renditions of Carole King’s 
Will You Still Love Me Tomorrow and Bob Dylan’s Make You 
Feel My Love. 

The 12-strong cast, all decked out in T-shirts emblazoned 
with hearts and skulls, remained on stage throughout, 
meaning the transitions between scenes were near-seamless. 
And with seasoned actors including Steve Foster, Alyssa 
Upton and Alan Jones sharing the stage with relative 
newcomers like Shane Whitworth, Mitchell Rous and Dolly 
Howlett, the show was as much a celebration of the rich 
pool of talented performers at HTC’s disposal as it was a 
thought-provoking exploration of our preoccupation with 
love and death. 

As the group’s newly-appointed artistic director, Bernard has 
already signalled his intention to resurrect the revue as a 
regular fixture in the company’s calendar. 

On this evidence, the format surely has a bright future at 
Victoria Hall.

FLYING Squad hard man Jack Regan returns to the 
big screen with some old-fashioned brutality in 
Nick Love’s revamp of the classic 1970s TV series. 
In the same way that the daredevil antics of Riggs 
and Murtaugh in Lethal Weapon put a fictional 
gloss on life on the streets for the LAPD, The 
Sweeney is completely divorced from the reality of 
modern policing in London. 

Car chases careen through the shimmering glass 
and metal structures of Canary Wharf at dizzying 
speed to the pounding beat of Lome Balfe’s score 
and a shoot-out in Trafalgar Square leaves ancient 
monuments riddled with bullet holes. 

Love’s script, co-written by John Hodge, follows DI 
Regan (Ray Winstone) and sidekick George Carter 
(Ben Drew) as they hunt a gang of wily European 
thieves led by slippery Francis Allen (Paul 
Anderson). 

Unfortunately, the team cannot find sufficient 
evidence to charge Allen and they are forced to let 
him go after hours of intense questioning. 


Tensions within the department explode when 
internal affairs officer Ivan Lewis (Steve 
Mackintosh) embarks on a personal crusade to 
bring down Regan, who just happens to be 
bedding Lewis’ wife Nancy (Hayley Atwell). 
Section chief Frank Haskins (Damian Lewis) 
protects his boys and girl in the Flying Squad as 
much as he can, but internal affairs clearly has a 
vendetta and will stop at nothing until the team is 
disbanded and Regan languishes behind bars. 
Filmed on location in London, The Sweeney 
embraces every cliche imaginable as Regan 
propels his department to the brink of self- 
destruction. Car chases are well choreographed 
and Winstone plays the daddy of the department 
with tightly coiled intensity. 

The romantic subplot with Atwell defies credulity - 
Winstone looks like he would rather chew off her 
face than kiss it - and their bedroom scene inspires 
unintentional snorts of derision. 

By contrast, Drew (aka rapper Plan B) underplays 
his role but still gets involved in the bruising 
fisticuffs and a climactic showdown that pokes fun 
at the British love affair with caravan and trailer 
parks.

Toyota Yaris Hybrid 


By lain Dooley 

I F you want to feel as green as it is 
possible to feel behind the wheel, 
there’ not much that can top the 
sensation of humming along in virtual 
silence as an electric motor delivers 
your forward motion. 

Toyota has spent more than a decade 
refining and improving its hybrid drive 
system and at the same time has 
spread it over an increasing range of 
models. Now they are offering the 
still-fresh Yaris supermini in hybrid 
form for the first time. 

It’s hard to spot that dual-power Yaris 
from its conventionally-powered 
cousins. Toyota hybrid geeks will 
notice the blue-tinted badge at the 
front and a discreet ‘Hybrid Synergy 
Drive’ applique at the rear. 

But the biggest change is arguably the 
most beneficial - due to the extra 
cooling demands of the hybrid system 
there is a substantially larger grille at 
the front and the bumper has been 
restyled to accommodate it. 

It gives the Yaris Hybrid a bit more 
presence than the standard car and is 
all the better for it. 

Mechanically there are no great 
surprises in store, just a few small 
detail tweaks to the hybrid recipe. It 
uses essentially the same set up as the 


the Yaris Hybrid is in its element, and 
keeping a close eye on the system 
status in the instrument cluster 
promotes a thrifty driving style. Do so 
and your reward is not only low fuel 
consumption but also low noise as the 
petrol engine falls silent when not 
needed, even if the speedometer 
happens to read over 31mph. 

Adding to the relaxing experience is 
the fact that the suspension does a 
good job of soaking up bumps. While 
it’s no limousine the Yaris Hybrid 
delivers a relaxed drive. 

The flip side is that the Yaris is not as 
much fun as some of its keen rivals 
and anyone looking for an eco- 
supermini with a sporty flavour is 
looking in the wrong place. 

However the Yaris Hybrid is very good 
at what it is designed to do - provide a 
fuss-free, highly economical drive with 
the potential for all-electric running 
and do so while offering a good 
specification. 

Against limited hybrid competition in 
this sector the Yaris Hybrid is far and 
away the best offering. Whether it 
matches up against diesel-powered 
opposition is a matter for the 
spreadsheet and the style council, but 
either way there is no doubting that the 
Yaris Hybrid is an impressive all-round 
package.

Auris Hybrid but with the four- 
cylinder petrol engine downsized to a 
more suitable 1.5-litres. 

Sandwiched into the Yaris’s underbody 
is the petrol engine, inverter, electric 
motor and battery pack. Even more 
impressive than that is the cabin space 
which is unchanged over the standard 
car. 

Slotting all this tech into the 
diminutive Yaris inevitable means an 
impressive set of stats. The headline 
figures of 80.7mpg combined and 
79g/km are spectacularly low, on a par 
with the best eco-diesel superminis 
and significantly better than any rival 
petrol powered car. 


It also has a significant advantage over 
conventionally-powered rivals in that it 
can operate in all-electric mode. 
There’s very little to distinguish the 
Yaris Hybrid from its siblings once 
you’ve climbed inside. 

The cabin is identical apart from a 
slightly different instrument display to 
keep you updated on the actions of the 
powertrain. It’s a simple and well laid- 
out interior with sizeable buttons and 
clear displays. It might not be the most 
exciting interior but it is obviously 
well built. 

Start it up and drive away with the car 
in Eco mode and whenever possible 
the Yaris will accelerate smoothly and 


silently away solely on electric power. 
That doesn’t necessarily mean slowly 
either, as you need a strong prod of the 
accelerator to get it to jump into petrol 
power. 

When the 1.5-litre petrol engine does 
kick in it does so without any huge 
fuss and unless you have the right 
pedal pinned to the carpet there’s very 
little in the way of noise. The system 
drives through a CVT gearbox for 
maximum efficiency although the flip 
side to this is a steady hum from the 
engine when full acceleration is called 
for, but that shouldn’t be very often in 
a car this frugal.

Notice is hereby given that the Secretary of State has accepted an application by Veolia Environmental Services (UK) Pic (the “Applicant”) of 
8th Floor, 210 Pentonville Road, London, N1 9JY for a DCO under the Planning Act 2008 (the “Application”). The Application was submitted by 
the Applicant to the Secretary of State, via the Planning Inspectorate, on 14 August 2012 and was accepted on 07 September 2012. The 
Planning Inspectorate reference number for the Application is EN010046. 

The Project 

The Application seeks consent for the construction and operation of the Fieldes Lock Power Station and associated development (the 
“Project”). The power station will produce electricity from a combination of natural gas and Solid Recovered Fuel (and/or similar residual waste) 
predominantly by rail but also by road. It will have a nominal gross electrical output of 54.5 Mega Watts. 

The DCO Application Boundary comprises land that, for the purposes of this Application, is described as the ‘Site’ and land that is described 
as ‘Other DCO Land’. 

The Site is located at land off Ratty’s Lane, Hoddesdon, Hertfordshire EN11 ORF and covers an area of approximately 5.6 hectares, currently 
occupied by an aggregates depot and rail sidings. The Site is adjacent to the existing Rye House Power Station and to the West Anglia Main 
Line railway. At its closest point, the Site boundary is within a few metres of the River Lee. Road access to the south of the Site is via Ratty’s 
Lane, which leads to the A10 via Essex Road and Dinant Link Road. The Other DCO Land adjoins the Site and comprises Ratty’s Lane, part 
of St. Martins Road, part of Essex Road, land adjacent to Essex Road and an area of towpath and channel of the River Lee. 

The Nationally Significant Infrastructure Project (NSIP) is located on the Site. The components of the NSIP are listed below. 

Components of the NSIP (on the Site): 

• Demolition of existing buildings and structures. 

• A road-reception transfer bunker, a fuel storage bunker and an automated two grab crane system to move fuel from the storage bunker 
to supply the combustion process lines. 

• A boiler hall with two combustion process lines. 

• A separate gas boiler to superheat the steam. 

• A turbine hall where superheated steam is fed into the condensing turbo generator. 

• Water treatment equipment. 

• Fire tanks and pump house. 

• A Flue Gas Treatment System including storage silos for delivery and storage of materials used for treatment and silos for storage of 
flue gas treatment residues. 

• A Conveyor system to transfer bottom ash into an enclosed storage hall for transfer off-site. 

• One stack for discharge of flue gas from the gas superheater. 

• Two standby power generators with associated equipment and stacks. 

• Twin chimney stacks rising from the main building for discharge of the cleaned flue gases. 

• Air Cooled Condensers. 

• An enclosed tipping hall for fuel to be received by road incorporating the road reception transfer bunker. 

• A facility to enable steam pass outs and/or hot water pass outs; and/or carbon dioxide pass outs and/or flue gas pass outs providing 
a Combined Heat and Power ready design to enable beneficial use of heat, that could be provided (as part of a subsequent consent 
application) via a related Heat Network. 

• An administration/visitor centre. 

Development associated with the NSIP (Associated Development) is located on the Site and on the Other DCO Land, as listed below. 
Associated Development on the Site: 

• Weighbridges, 

• Car parking and cycle storage facilities. 

• Storm water attenuation pond. 

• Landscaping works including flood compensation storage. 

• Gate house. 

• Internal roadways and the provision of footpaths, cycleways and footpath linkages. 

• A sustainable drainage system. 

• Demolition of existing buildings and structures. 

• Modifications to the existing spur and signalling. 

• Modifications to the existing rail sidings and construction of a platform. 

• Two automated overhead cranes with supporting structure and screen, including tipping devices for the transfer of containers from the 
overhead cranes to the SRF bunker. 

• Natural gas compound (conditioning and metering facilities) to supply gas to the Facility. 

• Electrical step-up transformers and substation for export of electricity to the national grid. 

• A utility connection trench containing high or medium pressure gas pipes, 132kV electrical cables, domestic water pipe, sewage pipe 
and telecoms apparatus, commencing at the main building and running in a southerly direction along the rail sidings. 

• Construction laydown areas and any temporary structures required for construction. 

• Site fencing. 

Associated Development on the Other DCO Land: 

• Utility connection trenches containing medium pressure gas pipes, 132kV electrical cables, domestic water pipe, sewage pipe and 
telecoms apparatus, including connections to the UK Power Networks 132kV Substation at Rye House and to the existing National Grid 
medium pressure distribution system at the junction of Essex Road and Dobbs Weir Road. 

• Upgrading and improvement of Ratty's Lane and access to and from Ratty's Lane including introducing traffic management measures, 
resurfacing, installation of street furniture and fencing and resurfacing Ratty’s Lane car park. 

• A surface water outfall to River Lee connected to the Site’s sustainable drainage system. 

• The provision of footpaths, cycleways and footpath linkages. 

• Construction laydown areas and any temporary structures required for the construction of the above works. 

The Application also seeks the following authorisation for the Project,: 

1. The permanent and/or temporary compulsory acquisition (if required) of land and/or rights for the Project; 

2. The overriding of easements and other rights over or affecting land for the Project; 

3. The application and/or disapplication of legislation relevant to the Project; and 

4. Such ancillary, incidental and consequential works, permits, consents or provisions as are necessary for the Project. 

Environmental Impact Assessment 

The Project constitutes "EIA development" for the purposes of the Infrastructure Planning (Environmental Impact Assessment) Regulations 
2009. This means that it constitutes development for which Environmental Impact Assessment is required. Therefore, an Environmental 
Statement accompanied the Application.

While Owen imitated the 
stance of Olympics sprint 
legend Usain ‘lightning’ Bolt, 
his brother Lewis posed on top 
of the post box painted in 
Ennis’s honour. 

Ennis, who comes from the 
South Yorkshire City, won her 
gold on what became known as 
‘Super Saturday’, as she 
sparked a run of golds at the 
Olympic Stadium with 
10,000metre runner Mo Farah 
and long jumper Greg 
Rutherford later triumphing. 
Owen decided to stage his 
tribute to his brother after 
Lewis ran brilliantly to win the 
2.5km junior race at Sheffield. 
Lewis had clocked 7 minutes 
and four seconds in the 9-11 
years age group race in the city 
centre. 

In clocking his superb time, 
Lewis fought off some tough 
competition from about 200 in 
his age group and he came

Owen was 8th in 7:55.

Harlow. 

Mrs Harknett said: “I was very 
proud of them.

10 . 

“We had seen the post box the 
day before. They really do not 
show off. They were inspired by 
the Olympics.” 

She added: “It is Lewis’s dream 
to run in the Olympics. Owen 
has not said anything about it. 
“They like and follow Mo 
Farah who has inspired them. 
Bolt inspires them and they are 
now following Andrew Osagie a 
lot.” 

The race formed part of the 
BUPA Great Run series, held at 
different locations throughout 
the UK.
